It 18 easy to say that the Chicago fire waa.an 
occurrence outside of the usual course, and 
that another such disaster may not take 
Place, while the world laste. But, indepen- 
dently of the great October disaster, the fire 
record of 1871 was‘a serious one; and we pre- 
sume¢, could the figures now be analyzed, 
that, leaving out the Chicago losses, the en- 
tire body of insurance companies would be 
found to have lost from saxty to seventy per 
cent. of all their premiums by the many 
fires which tock place. It is obvious, there 
fore, that unless the companies are both 
able and willing to save up from the profits | - 
of favorable years a large surplus.to meet 
just such extraordinary, but still possible, 
contingencies as the Chicago fite, insurance 
Policies will lose their character as the sym- 
bola of Goniplete security, « 

But however well disposed the most con- 
servative underwriter may bein the diréo- 
tion of accumulating the surplus which the 
nature of the busmess necessitates, his 
ability to do this’ depends entirely 
upon the degree in. which the public 
will co-operate: with him . for . its’ own 
protection. Unless adequate, yes, remu- 
nerative rates of premium are cheerfilly 
paid to the solvent companies by those who 
seek insurance, there can be no such thing 
as. a margin of profit from. which to pay 
losses and expenses and accumulate a sur- 
plus besides.: Here is the lesson which the 
people need to lay to heart, They cannot 
‘expect. to buy insurance at less than its 
Imown cost, and still procure policies whieh 
can be entirely trustworthy. ‘Cheap 
cies are, as a rule, the representatives of 
dubious security, and the more successful a 
merchant or property owner is in. getting 
cheap ingurance (as he thinks 1t) the greater 
is his failure m procuring what he really 
wante—certain indemnity. And, baving by 
his.own action depreciated the value of his 
policy; by insisting upon having it at lesathan 
it costs the company to issue and fulfill it,
